Chicago, Juno 15.—.Alexander Sullivan 
left Judge Tuley’s court room Friday, 
tem porarily at least, a froo man after fur* 
lushing £30,000 baiL 
In adm itting Mr. 
Sullivan to bail Judgo Tuloy delivered one 
of tho most interesting decisions of his lifo 
and the bail was given immediately after 
the eloso of his remarks. 
Tho court room 
during tho rendering of tho decision was 
crowded from tho outer door to the judge’s 
bench with eager listeners, who gave tho 
closest attention to every utterance of the 
a,;ed chancellor. 
Tho audience was made 
up of about oqual parts of tho friends aud 
enemies of Sullivan and lawyers who wore 
curious to hear tho chancellor's ruling on 
the nico law points involved. 
Tho fooling 
at tho result was consequently somewhat 
diversified, but thoro wore few expressions 
of opinion. 
Mr. Sullivan politely refused to express 
himself on tho m atter. 
His features bo- 
trayed no signs of elation, but thero was a 
light, of trium ph in his eyes that even ho 
could not suppress. 
As m atters now’ aro, Mr. Sullivan, in a 
legal sense, stands much as ho stood before 
a word of testimony was ofTorod a t tho 
coroner’s jury. 
Tho judgo’s ruling un­ 
questionably places him in that position. 
It in o fleet declares that the only im­ 
portant testimony from a legal point of 
view’ against him is that of J. D. H agger­ 
ty, y. ho swears to having himself heard 
Sullivan uso threats toward Dr. Cronin, 
but that takon in toto the testimony does 
not moro than direct suspicion against 
him. 
Tho judgo did moro than this evon; 
ho took tho only theories in which the be­ 
lief of Sullivan’s guilt could bo based and 
picked them to pieces one by one. 
H av­ 
ing done this ho intimated to tho S tate’s 
attorney that if more conclusive evidence 
was in the possession of the Stato it could 
now bo adduced in opposition to tho mo­ 
tion for the release of tho accused, and tho 
State's attorney having said ho was not 
now in readiness to adduce such testimony 
the discharge on bail was ordered. 
The congratulations that wero extended 
to Mr. Sullivan were quietly but warmly 
offered and wero calmly and gratefully 
received. 
Mr. Sullivan grasped the hands 
of his lawyers when tho decision was ren­ 
dered, and then his partner, Mr. Windes, 
leaned across tho tablo and whispered his 
congratulations. 
Several lawyers shook 
Mr. Sullivan by the hand, and when his 
bondsmen had signed tho bond they each 
did likewise. 
Thoso interested in tho de­ 
fense of the Irish physical force leader aro 
naturally elated, for however the prosecu­ 
tion may end the utterances of tho court 
on tho caso as it now stands must, to some 
extent at least, affect tho issuos. « 
Atter Judgo Tuloy re ”.derod his decision 
there was a consultation in the chief’s 
oflico between Chief Hubbard, T. T. Conk­ 
lin, and John F. and Mortimer Scanlan. 
After the conference T. T. Conklin and 
the superintendent of police wore closeted 
for a time, bnt tho chief said thero was 
nothing of an im portant nature discussed. 
One of tho mon most active in tho investi­ 
gation said, in speaking of Judgo Tuley’s 
decision:

“ Thoro is nothing in it to discourage us. 
We knew that thero was great liberty 
taken in bringing out evidence bofore tho 
coroner’s ju ry , anil we are also awaro of 
tho fact that tho testimony elicited would 
not secure a conviction before a i otit jury.

Ho is a Clan-na- 
Gael man and a member of camp 20, to 
which belonged Dan Coughlin, P. O’Sulli­ 
van, Miko Whalen, John F. Beggs, and 
others who have secured notoriety in tho 
groat case. 
A few days after tho arrest of Coughlin 
and O’Sullivan a rum or obtained th a t 
Tierney had disap{>cared, but tho police 
ap; eared to pay little attention to it.

has now developed th at a t tho time, and 
ever since, Tierney has enjoyed careful 
police attention. 
In tho examination to which all of tho 
employes of O’Sullivan and all of tho in­

tho groat odifico of Holy Family church on 
Twelfth street to overflowing. 
Noble In 
presence and extremely benignant, in de­ 
meanor, ho was for thirty years in Chicago 
a luever-swovring power of good, 
and 
thousands owo the beginning of their 
spiritual lifo and well a3 their worldly 
wolfaro to his impassioned appeals irqm 
the pulpit aud his earnest pleading and 
teachings as a devoted priest. 
Father Damon first went to Chicago in 
1857. 
Ho was then 42 years of ago, having 
be<?n born in tho province of North Bra­ 
bant, Holland, March 20, 1815. 
Early in 
lifo ho manifested his fitness for a re­ 
ligious vocation, and when in 1837 tho 
famous missionary to tho Indians of the 
West, Father do Smet, 
was returning 
from Belgium to this country Arnold 
Damen was one of tho young enthusiasts 
who accompanied him. 
After tho trials 
and vicissitudes which for fifty years 
besot the path of tho western bound 
missionary had been successfully over­ 
come 
young 
Damon 
was 
assigned 
as a novice to tho Jesuit establishment 
at Florissant, Mo., in tho days that mis­ 
sives addressed to St. Louis wore in­ 
scribed: “St. Louis, near Florissant.” 
Ho 
was admitted to the novitiate Nov. I, 1837, 
and soon afterward became a teacher of 
theology and philosophy at tho St. Louis 
university. 
Hero he remained until 1841, 
when ho was ordained priest and appointed 
pastor of tho college church. 
His power as a pulpit orator gained him 
a wide reputation an I ho soon became a 
leader in tho aggressive mission work car­ 
ried on by tho order throughout tho entiro 
West. Bishop O. Regan of Chicago wan to I 
a Jesuit church and school established hero 
and ho earnestly invited tho provincial su­ 
perior of tho order, tho Rev. J. R.Druyts, 
at St. Louis, to start tho work. 
Tho en­ 
terprise was deemed full of promise, and 
in tho summer of 1857 Father Damen was 
selected as tho ono best qualified to begin 
tho infant mission. With what must now bo 
admitted as a farsighted judgment as to 
tho future growth aud population of Chi­ 
cago, Father Damon personally selected 
the location on which now stands tho splen­ 
did buildings of tho Jesuit church and 
college, on 12th street, between Blue Isl­ 
and avenuo and May street. 
A little church was constructed, then a 
school-house, ard a dwelling for the fathers. 
Father I lumen’s energy and endurance 
were resistless, and with indomitable per­ 
se verenco an I a marvelous physical energy 
he preached, appealed, aud raised money for 
tho erection of the great church and col­ 
lege, which togothor form tho enduring 
monument of his good works. 
Holy Family church was complotod and 
dedicated in 1860. 
Then followed tho 
further undertaking of building tho col­ 
lege, which Fathor Damen opened In 1870. 
Meanwhile thero had doen growing up a 
groat parochial-school system, consisting 
of five largo 
parish 
schools, 
accom­ 
modating an aggregate attendance of 5,- 
0Q0 pupils. Tho ministrations of tho clergy 
of tho church and tho collego oxten I to a 
parish community of 25,000 souls. 
Ail 
this may bo said to havo been tho direct 
result of the lifo work in Chicago of Father 
Arnold Damen. 
In marked contrast to his rare intellect­ 
ual and administrative ability has been 
the sovero simplicity of his personal life. 
Rigid as aro tho regulations of his order 
Fathor Damon in his i orsonal habits and 
methods was a very Spartan in matters in 
which his own personal comfort an I con­ 
venience were concerned. 
From tho early 
morning until night, in 
tho wearisome 
hours of tho confessional, in 
constant 
preaching or travel, ho for many years 
outdistance I all his immediate associates 
in personal toil and unremitting exertion 
up to his 7cd yoar. 
His simplicity an I 
humility wore always as great as his tal­ 
ent for his work. 
Two years ago when 
tho Catholics of tho various parts of tho 
country were uniting in getting iii) a tes­ 
timonial in honor of the fiftieth annivers­ 
ary of his admission to tho order ho ’posi­ 
tively refused to accept a present of any 
kind. 
Tho offerings of gold and silver, 
paintings, money, and other articles, were 
by his express wish converted into a sum 
of money for tho benefit of St. Joseph’s 
homo for girls and tho school for (leaf and 
dumb, two institutions w hieh always had 
a warm place in his heart. 
Such was ono 
instance of the simplicity and self-denial 
which marked tho whole lifo of this great 
mission priest.

body who has got that kind of an idea is 
very much mistaken. A glance at chap­ 
ter 452 of the laws of 1889 will give a 
correct idea af what the department in­ 
tends to do 
The law provides for the 
creation of the office of dairy and food 
commissioner to be appointed by the 
governor for a teim of two yearn. Two 
assistants are also provided for, one of 
whom is to bo an expert in the matter of 
dairy products, and tho oiler a practical 
analytical chemist. 
It is the duty of tho commissioner to 
enforce all laws regarding the produc­ 
tion, manufacture or sale of dairy pro­ 
ducts, or the adulteration of any articles 
of food or drink or of any drug; and per 
Bonally or by hi* assistants to inspect any 
article of 
milk, batter, cheese, lardf 
syrup, coffee or tea, or other articles of 
food or drink or drug, offered for sale 
within this state which ho may suspect 
or have reasons to believe to be impure, 
unhealthful, adulterated or counterfeit. 
The commissioner has the power to 
enter soy creamery, factory, store, sales­ 
room, or other place or building, where 
he baB reasons to believe any food or 
drink or drug is made,and to open Boy 
cask cr receptacle and have the contents 
examined and analyzed. Parties refus­ 
ing admission to the commissioner are 
subject to a fine of §25 for first offense* 
aud §500 for each subsequent offense. 
The state board of health may submit 
to the commissioner, or to any of h is ae 
sistante, samples of water or of food or 
drink or drugs, for examination or anal­ 
ysis. and receive special reports showing 
the results of snob examination or analy­ 
sis. 
When not otherwise employed in the 
duties of his cilice he is to render such 
assistance in tho farmers’ institute, dairy 
and farmers’ convention, and the agri­ 
cultural department of the university, as 
shall by the anthorities be deemed ab- 
visable. 
The ccmmissioner is to have a suitable 
laboratory for the analysis of drugs and 
food products. He is also authorized to 
publish 20.000 copies of bis annual re­ 
port, containing statistics and valuable 
informations. 
These are. in brief, the main features 
of the law, and, in this age cf adultera­ 
tion. the praotical value of the depart­ 
ment is at onoe apparent. 
Mr. Thom 
purposes id tbe beginning of his cffioia 
work to issue 10.010 copies of a circular 
containing the laws relating to tbe adul­ 
teration and sale of foods, and the adul­ 
teration and ^ale of dairy products. 
These circulars will be sent all over the 
state to those interested in the manufac­ 
ture and sale of whatever is mentioned 
in the laws. The laws are being com­ 
piled and printed under the direction of 
the governor, and tbe object of issuing 
them in this form is to give everyone a 
chance to beoome acquainted with the 
exact aim of the department. M r.Thom 
assumes that after the people have once 
become acquainted with the law and the 
duties of the office, the offioe itself will 
secure the support and co-operation cf 
all intentionally honest dealers. 
It is the intention of tbe commissioner 
to start on tbe work of investigation and 
analysis immediately after tbe necessary 
preliminary work is completed. A room 
outside the capitol will be secured for a 
laboratory, Assistant Commissioner Short 
being in New York at present to pur­ 
chase tbe apparatus. 
He is expected 
back in a few days, and will at once as­ 
sume charge of the analytical work, and 
before long the people of Wisconsin may 
be rather startled to learn what they 
have been eating heretofore. No efforts 
will be spared by the commissioners to 
discover all violations of the laws con­ 
cerning adulteration,and the guilty par­ 
ties 
will be 
vigorously prosecuted. 
Every one who knows anything about it 
knows that tea, coffee and a thousand 
and one other articles are adulterated to 
a greater or less degree, in Wisconsin 
just the same es anywhere else, and con­ 
sidering ibis, the arduous task ahead of 
the commissioner, will be easily appreci­ 
ated. 
As Boon as matte: 8 oan be gotten into 
good running order, it is proposed to give 
especial attention to the milk supply in 
cities. The results obtained from an in­ 
vestigation cf this matter in New York 
have attracted attention to the subject 
throughout the country, and the expos­ 
ures are intelcsting, as showing the ex­ 
tent which the evil of 
adulteration 
reaches 
Ten thousand samples were 
tested, and it was found that 5 per cent 
of the milk that came from farmers wa8 
adulterated, and IO per oent of that 
handled by wholesale dealers, 35 per cent 
of that handled by retail dealers, and 45 
per cent of that found in hotels and res­ 
taurants. 
Nineteen hundred prosecu­ 
tions have been made in New York, most 
of which have been successful. If the 
Wisconsin law is strong enough, it is
